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STOICHIOMETRISTS TAKE NOTE: 


Your answer to D.C., Hemet (March 
23 issue) was but not strictly accurate. 
True, an engine will run hottest at 
“Stoichiometric” — which means that the 
fuel-air mixture is in theoretically cor- 
rect ratio for complete burning. Note the 
word “theoretically.” If an engine is 
properly designed and properly tuned, 
some running at Stoichiometric fuel-air 
ratio should not prove disastrous. 

Maximum steady state power (top 
speed) is obtained at a fuel-air ratio ap- 
proximately 1095 rich. At this ratio, peak 
combustion temperatures are about 2% 
lower than at Stoichiometric. Due to the 
fact that gasoline has a higher density 
than air, and a correspondingly greater 
inertia, for best all-round performance, 
jetting should be -slightly richer 10% 
still. Jetting slightly leaner than Stoi- 
chiometric will result in a reduction of 
combustion temperature, and your best 
mileage carburetor setting is slightly 
lean. Further leaning can lead to such 
complications as burned valves or, on 
two-strokes, stuck and burned pistons. 

If you are prone to argue, I quote as 
my source Dr. C. Fayette Taylor, of 
MIT, and his excellent advanced text 
“The Internal Combustion Engine.” 

In any event, I do enjoy your paper, 
especially the calendar.

There is enough power in a 50 for fun, 
and the cost of a teacup racer can be 
held to under $300 easily. 

At present-there are only an average 
of 5 entries in the 50cc Road race 
class at each event, so the trophies 
are pretty much up for grabs.  Fifties 
are divided into Production cycles 
(with headlights) and Grand Prix bikes 
(anything goes). Some associations - 
further subdivide the G.P. class into 
Division I (5-speed gear boxes) and 
Division II (4-speeds and under.) 


How To Get Started 


Go get yourself a 50cc motorcycle, 
preferably with at least 4 speeds, hand 
clutch and foot chift. Good candidates 
would be the new Mondial 50, the 5- 
speed S.I.S.,, a Derbi 50 or one of the 
sporty Suzuki 50's. In addition there 
are much used 50's that would make 
good racers. These include the Motos 
Betas, Honda 50's, Tohatsus, otc. 
Pay your money and take your choice. 
A used machine can be had for as little 
as $100 and the modifications might 
run another hundred or two. Then load 
your 50 in the trunk of your car and 
take a lesson at the bi-monthly Road 
Redes School in Pacoima (see Calen- 

ar). 

After a session or two at the RR 
school you'll be ready to win fame and 
trophies in the coming 50cc Production 
or Grand Prix class at the several 
road races coming up next month.

The latest attempt on the gruelin 
1000-mile trip from Tijuana to La Paz 
was recently made on the smallest pos- 
sible motorcycles. Los Angeles dealer, 
John Klocker of Klocker's Cycles teamed 
up with CYCLE NEWS correspondent 
Bill Blakeslee. The pair rode ISDT 
replica Hercules of fifty cubic centi- 
meters displacement. The one machine 
that completed the trip did so in an 
elapsed time of seventy hours and thirty 
minutes, city to city. 

Starting at 2:00 a.m. Monday the 26th 
of February, they left Tijuana on the 
good road to Ensenada, about 67 miles 
away. The pavement lasted about 100 
miles and then changed to gravel and 
chuck holes. It was what the map de- 
scribes as “improved road.” At the end 
of this “turnpike” is the village of El 
Rosario, known as the end of civiliza- 
tion. After refueling their bikes and en- 
joying a lunch of huevos frijoles and 
tortillas (eggs, beans, and what passes 
for bread), they left in high spirits. 

The road gradually deteriorates to the 
point that it becomes only discernible 
because it is rougher than the surround- 
ing country. Across valley floor and over 
mountain ranges the road changes along 
with the type of terrain. Rock mountains 
mean a rock road and sandy river bottoms 
mean deep sand. Where the road meets 
an obstacle it simply goes around rather 
than in a straight line. 

Come night fall, the pair was still 
going strong. About ten o'clock that 
night they approached a dry lake called 
Laguna Seca Chapala, where the road 
splits into a hundred different directions. 
Seems that each passing Mexican had a 
different idea about which was the best 
way to continue. While they seached for 
the correct one, a breeze sprang up that 
quickly turned into a raging *chubasco," 
Or sand storm. Riding against this was 
like facing a shotgun blast. Shelter ap- 
peared in the form of a tiny rancho where 
the travelers were graciously invited to 
spend the night, on the hard cold floor. 

At dawn the storm died down and the 
paircontinued on their way again. Across 
the lake and up and over a table-like 
“mesa” they soon got to the next fuel 
stop, Punta Prieta, in time for more

frijoles and tortillas. The trail later 
paralleled the mountains, bringing them 
close to the Pacific side of Baja. Near 
the sea the trail was sandy, which made 
it easier for motorcycle and rider. How- 
ever, here is where disaster struck one 
of the group. Entering El Arco the piston 
skirt broke on the machine Bill Blakeslee 
was riding, thereby dashing his hopes. El 
Arco is about the half way point of the 
trip. 


Then There Was One 


Having previously decided what to do 
in a situation like this, John Klocker 
continued alone. That evening he entered 
the worst part of the trip, near San 
Ignacio — about forty miles of rocks that 
made riding the pegs mandatory. Spend- 
ing the night there, John refueled and 
continued the next morning. Later that 
day he encountered a flock of vultures 
following an oldman struggling along the 
trail. John offered his canteen, the old 
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man drained it and was revived and the 
vultures would have to wait. 

Near the twin cities of Comundu, Jose 
and Miguel, the country was semi- 
tropical and very lush. Here the road 
was a river. Next stop was Santo Do- 
mingo, for fuel and the local beer. 

The second night on the trail brought 
an attack from wild dogs. They charged 
out of the black night and, had their 
efforts been successful, John would 
have wound up as “tacos for El Lobo.” 
With his adrenelin up he outran the dogs 
and ran straight into more trouble: about 
thirty miles of zero visibility fog, which 
cut the speed to that of walking. 

After that, the last 100 miles were 
comparatively easy. John entered the 
city at about 12:30 that night. He went 
straight to a motel for a hot shower and 
clean sheets, and then ate all the turtle 
steak he could hold. 

While Klocker was enjoying his re- 
past of turtles, Blakeslee was figuring 
out how to get home with his dead motor- 
cycle. In El Arco, rumor had it that an 
air cargo DC-3 made a stop in a salt 
mining port called Guerro Negro, just 
thirty miles away. For 180 pesos he got 
a ride in an ancient truck, and stepped 
out four hours later in probably the 
toughest town in Baja. 

Guerro Negro processes salt from the 
sea and ships it out on giant ships to 
all parts of the world. The population is 
comprised of laborers, truck drivers and 
sailors. Down the road a few miles is 
a supporting town, called La Bombas, 
whose entire population is comprised of 
ladies of suspected virtue. After working 
hours, when the two towns merge, it’s 
one giant rip-snorting town. 

Bill and his machine shared the 
Gooney Bird (DC-3) with about a ton of 
freshly cut clam meat, all the way to the 
border. So ended an adventure that 
proves motorcycleshave unlimited possi- 
bilities. It’s not only the places a bike 
can take you, it’s the way they do it 
that makes them so unique. With bikes, 
a great deal of money is not needed 
either; this episode would be hard to 
duplicate at any price without the magi- 
cal motorcycle.

Hawks last Sunday near California City. The race for the Number One desert 
rider is really changing hands. Steve Hurd, who was top man as of March 31, 
1967, has run into some problems, including a flat tire last week. 


Lon  Petersonhas also had some 
tough luck and may get pushed out of 
second spot. The Number Four man, J.N. 
Roberts, has moved up with two overall 
wins in a row. Bud Ekins, Ken Knudsen, 
Larry Bergquist and Gary Preston are 
all in contention for the top spot. The 
two leading Amateurs, 47-year-old Orie 
Cole (who is showing the kids how it is 
done), and Gail Ferrell are moving up 
by consistently getting into the top 20. 

It had rained all day Friday which 
pretty well wet down the desert floor. 
Sunday the sun was shining andthe sand 
was still damp. It looked like a good day 
for racing. 


Varied Terrain 


At the drop of the banner, the 302 
combined Open Class and Lightweights 
headed for the smoke bomb about three 
miles out. The course was 20 miles 
around and it was a 4-lap race. The 
course was mostly open boondocks and 
sandwashes, with some hills and banked 
canyons to keep it interesting. 

J.N. Roberts, on a Husky, had the 
lead coming into the pits on the first 
lap, with Gary Conrad second and Bob 
Belt third. Both runners up were on 250 
Greeves. 

Bob Belt was able to take over the 
lead in the twisty section of the course 
on the third lap and was the first man to 
the finish; J.N. Roberts was second and 
Gary Conrad was third. 

Dick Dean came in fourth and took 
1st Open Expert on a Triumph tuned by 
Daddy Dean, who has been tuning win- 
ning Triumphs at the Lamoreaux shop 
for 17 years. Oliver Angell was right 
behind Dean taking second Open Expert. 
The first Amateur in was Robert Rodine 
on a lightweight. Some of the smaller 
bikes have been showing the big bores 
ihe way home with regularity of late. 

The course was well marked with 
orange ribbons, but as Bob Belt put it, 
"The course twisted back and forth in 
the open bush area. The only straight 


part was in the sandwashes and the old 
trails." The pits were well laid out with 
the safety factor kept in mind. 


TRAIL BIKES 


The trail bikes used a separate 20- 
mile course and were slated to go three 
laps. The 127 riders were lined up and 
ready when three new riders jumped the 
gun and took off when the banner was 
picked up. The others had to wait 15 
minutes for them to realize their mistake 
and come back. The banner was dropped 
at 10:20 and everyone took off for the 
smoke bomb. 

The course turned to the left after 
the smoke bomb, and I dropped in behind 
the five leaders and started looking for 
ribbon or lime. We had gone about one 
mile in the open country before I saw 
the first ribbon; then we turned onto a 
long fire road where everyone dropped it 
into 4th gear, and I laid down for the 
drag race. I was able to catch Jack 
Froelich and could see Jack Morgan and 
Frank Wheeler up front. 

We stayed on the fire road for about 
three miles, then made a right turn into 
a deep sandwash which ran uphill. The 
bikes were getting pretty hot, but after 
about two miles we came upon a trail 
for a short run, and then back into an- 
other deep sandwash. 

My bike was handling well, as I had 
just had new forks put on at Crowell's 
Cycle Shop, but the engine got hot and 
stopped. Thirty riders passed me as I 
changed plugs, but it started with the 
new plug and I took off. 

I began to notice some yellow ribbon 
on the course and after a while there 
was no more orange ribbon or fresh lime, 
so I knew we were on the Shamrocks 
Enduro course, and that I had missed a 
turn-off. Making a U-turn, I went back 
about a half a mile until I saw where the 
orange ribbon and lime made a turn up a 
sandwash. There was also a line of lime 
across the wrong course pointing up the

Looking back, I saw that everyone 
had turned around and was now following 
me, and we stayed in the sandwash until 
we went up a sandy, rocky hill. At the 
top of the hill I couldn’t find the trail 
right away because, to my surprise, 
there wasn’t much of a trail cut in as 
only about half a dozen bikes had gone 
before me. The trail was also a little 
twisty through the bushes, which made 
it hard to follow. 

Coming into the pits at the end of lap 
one, the first five were Frank Wheeler, 
Tom Fee, Jack Morgan, Jack Froelich, 
all on Hodakas, and Wes Anderson, Jr., 
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Pate "Mc Tm 2i 
Bob Dean, tuning one of the hew Triumphs 
shortly before the blastoff. 



























and they had a 20-minute lead over 
the rest of us who had missed the turn-off. 

It was a lot easier to follow the 
course the second and third laps because 
there was a good trail cut in, and the 
two long, deep sandwashes got even 
deeper, causing some heating-up prob- 
lems. Finally making it to the finish I 
was told that some of the riders who got 
lost were a little upset, but as for my- 
self, I know better than to follow the 
riders in front of me and miss the course 
markings (although there could have 
been more lime and orange ribbon). 


The winner was Tom Fee; Big Frank 
Wheeler, took second; Jack Morgan, was 
third; and Jack Froelich, fourth. All 
were Hodaka-mounted.

High atop a mountain plateau at 5200 feet above New Mexico's deserts, 
an object hurtled through electronic timing devices at the speed of 169 mph. 
It wasn’t Superman or a bird, but a Payne—Leo Payne and Harley-Davidson! 

Leo geared his 75.6-inch fuel dragster for 169 mph at 7800 rpm and suc- 
ceeded in shocking cycle drag racers into disbelief. For single runs at Albu- 
querque Dragway netted this native of Cedar Rapids, lowa, an unofficial 
recognition as the world’s fastest for the quarter mile, on two wheels. 


After the information of this astound- 
ing performance was relayed to CYCLE 
NEWS we placed a call to Leo Payne 
and asked for details, with a statement 
of whether or not he believed the figures 
recorded on his speed and elapsed time 
tickets. Leo's response convinced us 
that it is a reality and Payne intends to 
back it up at another location in the 
near future. 

Leo said, “I was geared for it, didn’t 
slip the clutch, just let it out with a 
bang and smoked the tire all the way. 
First run offthe trailer was only 147 mph. 

“The altitude required an altogether 
different fuel mix ratio and I ended up 
with 91 or 2 percent nitro required. The 
second run was 168.00 mph with a 10.04 
second elapsed time, the third 169.00 at 
9.90 seconds and with a worn clutch my 
final run was 158.00 mph at 10.00 sec- 
onds flat.” 

We asked Leo if the altitude had 
added factors which would improve the 
credibility of such a speed and did any- 
thing about physical feelings make it 
Seem real to him. Leo said, *The above 
nitro normal percentage and 20 per cent 
less air resistance must have contrib- 
uted, and my goggles or glasses were 
lifted off tothe point where wind created 
short vision. Otherwise it seemed normal. 
I was also trying a couple of changes in 
the engine and I was pleased but not 
really surprised." I will be running 
someplaceina couple of weeks and hope 
to back the record up." 

Leo is a humble man and one of 
modesty, which secures our belief on 
this new speed record for Harley- 
Davidson. Congratulations!

TIERNAN—KNAPP 
YAMAHA—DR AGSTER 


by Bob Ebeling 


What does it take to produce a two- 
stroke drag bike that will produce 
consecutive runs in the 12-second 
bracket and top speeds of 106 miles 
per hour? An access to hidden secrets 


of Yamaha's technical research lab 
oratory? One might assume this if one 
were acquainted with Ron Knapp and 
Pappy Tiernan, but it is not true. 

Ron Knapp is district sales manager 
fa Yamaha International,a position of 
prestige and security income for the 
27-year-old racer. His partner or com- 
rade in two-strokes is **Pappy'' Tier- 
nan, the supervisor of Yamaha Inter- 
national's literature dept. ^ *'*Pappy"" 
will not disclose his age, but silver 
hair and laughter wrinkles give ade- 
quate clues for a fair estimation. 

Ron does the competitive riding 
now, but “Pappy” has had his day. 
Many of them in fact, for he’s been at 
it since his fourteenth birthday and 
set records at the old Muroc and Rosa- 
mond Dry Lakes as far back as 1928. 

Ron Knapp nas peen riding for seven 
years and has many yet to go. His 


in 1963 


first drag experience came 
when he rode a 305 Honda for the dealer 
employing him. At Port Ordford, Oregon 
Ron turned 13.27 - 95.74- 


Today, they are together under a 
common roof, that of Yamaha Inter- 
national. Yamaha's company policy is 
against employees racing and even 
when they relented to Knapp and Tier- 
nan's pleading, there was no help in 
sponsorship or moral support. But 
despite these hinderances Knapp and 
Tiernan have turned the two-stroke into 
a drag racers dream of *'power plus 
weight equals supreme performance 
iv ejapsed time and miles per hour.'* 

The TD1-B engine they use has 
every feature that is available from the 
shop’s parts shelf. The 246cc engine 
only weighs 86 lbs. and has a bore 
and stroke of 56 x 50mm. The com- 
pression is 10 - 1 which is standard. 
Several attempts have been made to 
change the ratio, but no performance 
improvements have resulted. Port 
timing is standard and there is only 
one ring that prevents compression 
from blowing by the piston and chrome 


plated cylinder walls. Close tolerances 
are a must and the piston has only 
-002 thousandths wall clearance. The 
crankshaft is unaltered but tne rods 
have been lightened to a thickness 
that can only be called razorthin. 
You can actually cut paper with the 
edges! Gearbox is a standard close- 
1atio 5-speed box. 

Ignition is by a production magneto 
and ports are 27mm in size. Fuel mix 
is controlled by two Amal 276H carbu- 
retors. 

Important to two-stroke performance 
is proper fuel/oil mix and plug heat 
range. This machine uses Fransisco 
oil at a 32 - 1 ratio with gasoline and 
ignites the combustion chambers load 
with NGK B-6 plugs. 

The frame and all attached running 
gear, wheels, levers, guards, etc., 
weighs a total of 85 lbs., and with the 
engine bolted in, the scale's needle 
stops at 171 lbs. Power output? 37 
at 10,400 at the rear wheel giving the 
missile à weight to power ratio of 4.6 
lbs. per one. 

The front frame section is a stan- 
dard TD1-B with 60cc Yamaha YB-1 
forks, but the rear section was custom- 


«te 





made by Shell Thuet of Shell Mtrs. 
in Lynwood, Calif. Incidentally, Shell 
is a racer well known to cycle enthu- 
siasts in all forms of competition, and 
is Tiernan's brother-in-law. 

The narrow 3.99 x 18 rear tire 
couldn't get bite on drag strip asphalt 
and was taken to **Cadet'' for a custom 
slick recap. Now it works, as the 
12.08 second E.T. testifies. 

Ron and ‘‘Pappy’’ were running in 
the high 12’s and low 13-second realm 
for a long time and couldn’t find the 
carefully guarded secret that another 
two-stroke contender used to best them 
in almost every match. Finally the 
word came that their plug heat range 
and jetting were the errors that kept 
fom the elusive low 12-second bracket. 

Today they have it all in the right 
order and the results testify to the 
importance of plugs and jets to the 
two stroke, 

Ron has ridden the TD1-B Yamaha 
to a best time of 12.98 and 106.38. 

Knapp and Tiernan are great ambas- 
sadors from Yamaha to the public— 
tracer and spectator alike.

YAMAHA 180 HOP-UP 
ROAD TEST 


By Bill Rlakeslee 


New models from Japan arrive here 
like the proverbial bunnies. Yamaha, 
the Japanese giant, has proved it knows 
the formula for cranking out winners. 
The latest, the CS1-E, is sure to follow 
the lead of previous Yamahas that are 
so abundant. 

The first page in the Owner's Manual 
proclaims it to be for “competition and 
high speed use.” With this in mind we 
gave it a thorough going over and did 
some super tuning which was very re- 
vealing. We also did a little looking to 
judge what could be done to tap a little 
more of its potential. That's why we're 


-so sure it's a winner. 


The manual also describes it as hav- 
ing a bore/stroke of 56mmx46mm, which 
is an uncharacteristic slip on the fac- 
tory's part. With those measurements it 
would have 226cc instead of the 180cc 
it really has. The bore is actually 50mm. 
AM in all it's a junior version of its 
bigger brothers, both in engine, chassis 
and appearance. It rides softly, like its 
big brother and also goes like it too — 
maybe faster! 

The frame is a single loop tube, with 
no spot-welded or pressed steel parts at 
all. It is pleasingly sanitary and has 
telescopic forks in front and adjustable 
spring/shocks at the rear. Wheels are 
18” steel mounting 175 and 250 tires. 
The freshly styled gas tank holds three 
and a third gallons and the swing out 
oil tank holds two quarts for the port- 
injected oiling system. 

A battery supplies power for the lights 
and the electric starter which is becom- 
ing quite the vogue. Covering all this is 
lots of chrome and a beautiful paint job 
in candy colors. Once astride this beauty, 
sitting on the long soft saddle, you have 
the pleasure of stirring one of the best 
gearboxes in the business. Five times, 
and that’s where the performance comes 
in. 

That same old Owner’s Manual won’t 
tell you what the ignition timing is so 
we had to find it ourselves. At J&R 
Engineering they’re used to this so that’s 
where we went for some super-tuning. 
After some experimenting we ended up 
at 2.6mm BTDC which is slightly more 
than the way it came. Now it began to 
feel strong. Stock jets are #65, but ours 
tan better when opened to a drill size 
#70 and the needle moved all the way up 
to the top position. At this point it 
comes on like gang busters but any more 
is useless because the stock air cleane:s 
are choking it. An easy 82 mph has been 
obtained on the speedometer and a little 
more break-in time should boost that 
Past the 89-90 mph the manual claims. 

During this part of the test we no- 
ticed a grabbing of the clutch when 
getting underway. Some  dismantingly 
exposed the reason. In an effort, appar- 
ently, to keep the clutch plates from 
Sticking. Yamaha has placed rubber 
rings between the plates. They do the 
job, but as the clutch is fed in they 
compress all of a sudden and send you 
on your way. If this were our machine 
we would prefer it the other way. Without 
the rubber rings. 

A look at the barrels is encouraging. 
They are alloy with cast-in iron liners 
and generous ports that have a nice 
shape and finish. Carburetors are 18mm 
and could be bored out to 19mm or about 
three-quarters of an inch. This would 
help if the air cleaners were replaced 
with some of increased capacity. Better 
than boring would be replacing them 
with 125cc Yamaha cleaners which are 
20mm. Only a slight amount of opening 
the passages would be required to adapt 
them. After the carburetors, the com- 
pression needs to be boosted from its 
present 7.4 to 1. 

The low compression ratio is a help 
to the electric starter but not to perfor 
mance. This 7.4 is figured using the 
entire stroke, rather than the “true” 
compression ratio which is figured from 
the top of the exhaust port, where com- 
pressionactually begins. The combustion 
chamber is hemispherical and located in 
the center of a *squish," which matches 
the top of the piston very nicely. A little 
milling, say about .050*, of the squish 
area would yield about a 9 to 1 ratio, 
which is more in keeping with “competi- 
tion and high speed use.” 

With these inexpensive modifications 
one would have a going set of wheels, 
in a small package. Competition in this 
capacity is very tough, but the 180 
Yamaha will be right there with the 
horses. 

On the road, starting is effortless due 
to the electric starter. After the clutch 
is out (with a lurch), the gears are 
spaced nicely and the machine builds up 
revs quickly. If you’re not worried about 
speed limits you're soon going flat out. 
The ride is typically Japanese; soft and 
comfortable. Going a little faster than 
normal you'll feel better if you slide 
back a bit on the seat. Sitting on the 
front half of the divided seat reminds 
one of the doggie position of *sit up and 
beg" and makes the back end feel more 
like a trailer than part of the same bike. 
Maybe the English have something going 
for them with their rear-set pegs and 
clip-on bars. j

LOCK WIRING FIXTURE 





The P.A.Sturtevant Co., manufacturer 
of torque wrenches, has developed a 
tace mechanic’s drill fixture for Properly 
drilling nuts for lock wiring. To try to 
drill these without a fixture is almost 
impossible, and although a good me- 
chanic could make a fixture of this sort, 
it was Sturtevant’s opinion that if one 
were manufactured in some reasonable 
quantity and offered at a fair price that 
the race mechanic would be interested.

WES COOLEY = ANARCHY OR EFFICIENCY?

Periodically, asthe witch hunters take up the cry, and accusations 
fly back and forth I always take special notice. The controversy usual- 
ly lasts only a short time, then dies down only to flare up again later. 
Always sitting right in the middle is Wes Cooley, good, bad or indiffer-

What's so special about Wes Cooley? 
Why should he be praised occasionally 
and condemned so often? He has no 
tangible connection with the motorcycle 
industry (except that which he creates) 
and he seldom rides a motorcycle any 
more. The answers to these questions 
are what keep me interested...and amused. 

I know Wes is amused too, and that's 
part of the story. I’ve known Wes for 
about nine years and have probably been 
as close, for as long, as anyone is likely 
to be. During that time I have watched 
(even helped) many of his projects, 
Usually, not always, but usually they 
were centered around something he be- 
lieved to be “beneficial to the sport.” 
Basically the efforts were the develop- 
ment and promotion of European-type 
road racing and lately, Mcto-Cross, 


Saint or Sinner? 

Saintly ideals? Not entirely. The pur- 
suit of these goals often led to conflict 
with the established governing body, the 
AMA, The AMA concerns itself with the 
sport as it is found in this country, and 
Wes’ ideas were from outside this coun- 
try. The resultant clashes brought about 
tactics, from both sides, that were any- 
thing but saintly. 

The beginning begins even before 
this, back when there was a small group 
of Grand Prix riders that felt the same 
as Wes about racing. This group was ex- 
tremely dedicated to riding but had little 
enthusiasm for the promotional work it 
entailed. They had strong vocal chords 
but very little muscle. This condition 
set the pattern and Wes learned how to 
get things done himself. He also learned 
the shortcuts which speed up progress, 
but also offend many people. 

The ACA was born when the realiza- 
tion came to Cooley that the democratic 
process was slow and inefficient. He 
now runs the ACA by himself as he sees 
fit. This has been both beneficial and 
detrimental to his cause. His operation 
is streamlined but everybody hates a 
dictator, however efficient he may be. 
Those toes he had stepped on now had 
a definite crack in his armor to pry at. 
Pry and chisel they did, and they haven't 
stopped yet. 

Rather than moralize about the ACA 
vS. AMA or the dictator versus the demo- 
cratic process, it's more interesting to 
look at the main character himself: 


Wester S. Cooley, aged 35, cherub-faced 
executive, educated ex-paratrooper and 







ex-motorcycle racer. Highly energetic 
with a sizable ego, Statistics are boring 
but the action isn’t. 


Always In the Spotlight 

Besides promoting races, Wes likes 
to be in the spotlight. If there is an ar 
row he can sling or an official high in 
the “establishment” he can embarrass, 
he won't hesitate. With a weekly column 
in CYCLE NEWS he has a platform from 
which he can launch his criticisms and 
be heard by one and all. He can also be 
Shot at too, by his critics, which suits 
him fine. Where this will all lead no one 
is certain, least of all Wes. One thing is 
clear though, the controversy will prob- 
ably continue. 

How one man can have so many vocal 
enemies and at the same time have so 
many silent followersis a mystery. These 
quiet admirers are an interesting group 
themselves. They support his activities 
and do yeoman duty in performing the 
work, yet corner one sby himself and he 
will quickly disclaim any allegiance and 
insist that the work is for the “cause,” 
not for Wes Cooley. However the cause 
usually fades, for most, and they drift 
away. This is to Wes’ specification, as 
he has many causes and the turnover 
brings to light much new and needed 
talent. 

Among other claims to fame, Cooley 
established short track racing inSouthern 
California, originated the “Short TT”, 
carried on grand prix racing at a time 
when no one else thought road racing had 
any future in this country, revived the 
moto-cross and last year had as many as 





four events to run in a single week. 
Latest in the long line of Cooley-ACA 
projects is the hoped-for revival of class 
A speedway racing in Southern California. 


Whether all this is good or bad will 
never be decided in his lifetime (in true 
saintly tradition) and this writer is not 
foolish enough to attempt a verdict. He 
does antagonize nearly everyone but on 
the other hand he has a penchant for 
getting things done ina sport that cannot 
elect a popular leader. If there were bet- 
ter leadership and more direction in the 
sport, it would take more than harassment 
to upset it. In the meantime we will have 
Wes stirring the pot. 


Concerning this article Wes will have 
something dignified to say in public, and 
something very colorful to say in person. 
But behind it all I know he will be en- 
joying even this, and is laughing right 
now...would you believe “up his sleeve?”

It may have been their first race, but 
members of Sierra Cycle Club of Auburn, 
California, sure knew what they were 
doingattheir scrambles Sunday, April 16.

One of the best CYCLE NEWS knows 
of is the bi-monthly road racing school, 
held at Whiteman Air Park in Pacoima.

CYCLE NEWS recently attended one 
of the all-day Saturday session, taught 
by top-notch AFM riders Bob Braverman 
and Dave Hetzler. 

With a queasy feeling in our stomach 
and a good deal of trepidation we ap- 
proached the short and twisty banked 
course on which we were going to be 
taught the ropes of road racing. Any fears

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we harbored were soon allayed after 
meeting our instructors, who although 
being very proficient racers, did not ap- 
proach us with a “holier than thou” at- 
titude but showed a genuine interest in 
seeing their students achieve the same 
degree of riding excellence they pos- 
sessed, 

Before being allowed on the track, 
the fifteen students who attended (in- 
cluding one girl) assembled in a class- 
room and were taught the rudiments of 
course safety and proper line by Braver- 
man and Hetzler. 

By the time the gaggle of riders 
scrambled out to the course to practice 
what they had been taught, the low 
clouds which ominously hovered over 
the track, began to release light sprin- 
kles, which later increased to a good- 
sized shower. 

“You mean you're going to let us out 
on the course while it's raining?" we 
asked Braverman with some uneasiness. 

He replied, *How are you going to be 
& dedicated racer if you don't learn how 
to ride in the rain. If you remember, I 
told you in the classroom that the two 
most important things about racing are 
smoothness and THINKING every sec- 
ond you're out there. If you're not smooth 
and you're not thinking when you are 
riding in the rain, you're going to crash. 
That's all there is to it. Now get out 
there and ride!* 

And ride we did. The wary eyes of 
both instructors watched us at every 
turn and also made certain we were get- 
ting the job done by following us around 
on their own motorcycles. Whenever a 
student made a mistake, he was called 
in and shown how to avoid making that 
mistake the next time before being al- 
lowed to resume practice. It should be 
added here that criticism did not come 
in the form of chastisement but was 
made in a kind and explanatory manner. 

After the riding period came another 
classroom session, followed by another 
riding period and this is the pattern the 
school followed all day. 

Toward the end of the session, when 
everyone had attained the sufficient de- 
gree of smoothness desired, the instruc- 
tors called two five lap practice races 
for all students. 

We entered the first race and found 
ourselves amazed at the progress we 
made during the school session. Our 
observations were supported by watching 
the second racein which we found every: 
one going unbelievably smooth and quite 
fast. 

The next school session will be held 
at Whiteman this Saturday, beginning at 
9 a.m.

This will be the first National on 
the west coast this year and will run on 
Saturday night, July 1st. Time trials will 
run the night before, along with a Novice 
race program.
